MOVE LIFTING WAR 
ZONE BAR DEFERRED 


Considered Possible Senate 
Committee May Broaden 
Changes — Talks at 
White House. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Legislative leaders reported today 
they had agreed that neutrality 
legislation to be introduced in the 
House tomorrow—following a mes-

It was said reliably, however, 
that the President, Secretary of 
State Hull and Harry L. Hopkins, 
the lease-lend chief, still were hope- 
ful that Congress eventually would 
also amend the existing law to lift 
the present prohibition. against 
American ships traveling to bel- 
ligerent ports or designated com- 
bat areas. 

Hopkins, who had been reported 
taking the lead in an effort to 
have the law revised to permit 
the arming of ships and te allow 
them to travel anywhere, was said 
to bave expressed disappointment 
at the decision reached at today’s 
conference. , 

Looking to the Senate. 

One of those who attended the 
meeting told reporters that, if the 
legislation providing for arming 
ships went through the House by a 
substantial majority, it was possi- 
ble that the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee would consider 
broadening the measure to elimi- 
nate the restrictions on ship move- 
ments. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
the majority leader, said that the 
arming of merchant ships, now 
prohibited by Section 6 of the act, 
would be the |! drastic change 
that could be made in the act. 

“The arming of ships, as a mat- 
ter of timing,” he said, “might be 
the most urgent.” 

Barkley said he personally fa- 
vored repealing both sections which 
would permit the arming of ships 
and their travel to designated com- 
bat zones and belligerent ports, 
but emphasized: that was “merely 
my personal opinion.”

BERLIN, Oct. 8 (AP).—A great 
new German offensive has breached 
the Russian defense lines on the 
road to Moscow and has resulted 
in encirclement of several Soviet 
armies, which are facing destruc- 
tion, the high command announced 
today. 

A Berlin military spokesman, 
elaborating on the communique, 
said German forces were 125 miles 
from Moscow and that the outer 
defenses of the Soviet Capital had 
been severely shaken. 

“Not detached raiding groups 
which forged far ahead, but a solid 
German front is within 125 miles 
of Moscow,” the spokesman de 
clared. | *

Partial retribution ‘for the dum- 
my’s decapitation came at Grand 
boulevard and Olive street, where 
wind lifted the wig of a Krewe- 
man masquerading as a_ trapeze 
performing “lovely” high in the 
air, exposing a nice, but unladylike 
shock of natural black hair. The 
crowd roared as police scrambied 
to retrieve the phoney coiffura. 

The calliope, which brought up 
the rear, may have been the har- 
binger of a new era, for it was the 
first mechanically drawn exhibit 
in V. P. parade history. It was 
drawn experimentally by a gaudily 
ornamented tractor -which some 
Krewemen considered symbolic of 
“the end of the horses if we can 
get more tractors next year.” 

The 80 weary horses that hauled 
the floats and the six “spares” that 
plodded along in the procession, 
ready to step into the traces if 
the peashooters of small boys 
should incapacitate any of their 
fellows, were said, despite the 
mechanized threat, to have be- 
haved more nonchalantly than at 
any time since the Veiled Prophet 
stepped off a Mississippi. River 
steamboat for his first triumphal 
parade.

$912,892 ESTATE LEFT 
BY MRS. DANIEL CATLIN 


Inventory of Holdings of Widow 
of Tobacco Manufacturer 
Filed in Probate Court. 


The estate of Mrs. Justina Kay- 
ser Catlin, 51 Westmoreland place, 
who died July 21, in New Hamp- 
shire, is valued at $912,892, in an 
inventory filed in Probate Court 
today. Mrs. Catlin, widow of Dan- 
iel Catlin, tobacco manufacturer, 
was 90 years old. 

Stocks composed $893,551 of the 
inventoried value, their market 
price being shown as of the date 
of Mrs. Catlin’s death. The prin- 
cipal items in the stock list were 
13,063 shares of St. Joseph Lead 
Co. common, $506,191; and 5000 
shares of St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., $250,000. A block of 20,000 
shares of the Caldwell Coal Co. 
was listed as wofthless, as _ the 
company is in liquidation. Cash 
‘was $65,840, in two checking ac- 
counts; and goods and chattels, 
$7500. 

Mrs. Catlin left the bulk of her 
estate to six grandchildren. Her 
sons, Daniel K. Catlin and Theron 
E. Catlin, were named as execu- 
tors. 
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WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Attorney General Francis Biddle 
said today that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation was ready to use 
wire-tapping in cases involvitig 
espionage, sabotage or kidnaping. 

Speaking at his first press’ con- 
ference since taking the oath as 
Attorney General on Sept, 12, 
Biddle said in response to ques- 
tions that a one-time flat prohibi- 
bition against wire-tapping by the 
Justice Department had been re- 
laxed by his predecessor, Robert 
H. Jackson, now Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court, to cover de- 
f nse and kidnaping Cases and that 
he would follow Jackson’s policy. 
ud think that if you don’t. tap 
wires, your counter¢spionage just 


‘| goes out the window,” Biddle said. 


“Wire-tapping ‘is a dirty business 
—all espionage is a dirty business 
—and as a’ matter of policy I think 
that this dirty business ought to 
be strictly confined and its use in 
individual cases permitted only 
when authorized by the Attorney 
General.” 

Biddle volunteered the opinion 
that “there have been very, very 
few sabotage cases in this coun- 


Asked whether he contemplated 

any important changes in his staff, 
with specific reference to J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, director of the F. B. 
I., and Thurman Arnold, chief of 
the anti-trust division, Biddle said 
that there had been much talk 
“about differences between Mr. 
Hoover and Mr. Arnold and me, 
but to say that they have been 
grossly exaggerated would be an 
understatement.” He then said 
that Hoover “certainly will stay” 
and that there was no intention of 
Arnold leaving. 
Biddle said that as a matter of 
policy the Justice Department 
would study “with the greatest 
care” cases involving freedom of 
expression. He said a line would 
be drawn between the mere ex- 
pression of opinion and incitement 
to action: 


“I think the situation today is 
very different from the war of 20 
years ago,” he said, “because the 
new téchnique is infiltration of 
government. [ think that every- 
body is alive to the infiltration 
by ‘fifth columns’ abroad, and I 


‘don’t think that we ought to ig- 


nore it.”

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LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP).—Megan 
Lioyd George, daughter of Brit- 
ain’s World War Prime Minister, 
proposed in the House of Commons 
today a “dual army” plan to re- 
lease men from service after com- 
pletion of military training so they 
could help produce war supplies 
for Britain and Russia. 


She asserted, in a debate on em- 
ployment, that Russia already had 
lost 40 to 50 per cent of its indus- 
trial capacity. She said labor 
unions had expressed grave doubts 
whether Britain could fulfill its 
obligation to supply Russia if as 
many “key men” were taken from 
industry as was contemplated. ° 

She said women who were not 
assuming the responsibilities of war 
work should be given an “ulti- 


matum” and “ruthlessly directed” 
to take jobs. 

Labor Minister Ernest Bevin, 
replying, declared “no country, not 
even Germany, has tried what is 
virtually compulsion of women as 
we have tried in this country.” 

He said Germany had been 
forced by a workers’ “revolt” to 
abandon leveling wages and forced 
overtime, and added. 

“They adopted the usual ruthless 
German methods and found them- 
selves up against what is a very 
strong and almost universal force 
—working class psychology.” 

With the Government’s policy of 
utilizing its working manpower un- 
der attack, Bevin informed Com- 
mong he was starting a complete 
new survey of labor resources.

ST FLED T0 VO 
COUNTY PLUMBING 
LAW, OUST BOARD 


If Supreme Court Sustains 
Action, County Judges 
Would Be Out as Mem- 
bers. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 8.—An 
Ouster suit to test validity of a 
1931 law designating the three 
Judges of the St. Louis County 
Court as the St. Louis County 
Board of Plumbing Inspectors and 
Supervisors, with control of the 
county plumbing code, was filed in 
the Missouri Supreme Court late 
yesterday by Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick, at the instance of for- 
mer State Senator Clarence L 
Shotwell, Democrat, of Ballwin, St. 

Louis County. 

If the Supreme Court sustains 
the ouster petition, County Judges 
Clifford Corneli, Henry L Mueller 
and Henry W. J. Rott, all Reptb- 
licans, would be ousted as mem- 
bers of the plumbing board and 
_|several board employes, said to be 
’ virtually all Republicans, would 
lose their jobs. The suit, a quo 
warranto proceeding, does not af- 
fect the status of the three of- 
ficials as County Judges. 
McKittrick said the request for 
institution of the test suit, attack- 
ing validity of the county plumbing 
law, was made recently by Shot- 
well, who contended there was 
doubt as to constitutionality of the 
act. 

After some correspondence, Mo- 
Kittrick said he agreed to insti- 
tution of the suit if the costs were 
guaranteed by Shotwell or others. 
Shotwell submitted a brief on va- 
lidity of the act and a copy of 
an opinion by Circuit Judge Peter 
Barrett of St. Louis County in- 
validating another act with a 'eg- 
islative title similar to that of the 
plumbing law. 

The act authorizes the County 
Court, in its ‘capacity as a Plumb- 
ing Board, to hire employes, fix 
their compensation and collect a 
$5 fee for each building inspected. 
Employes shall be paid, and other 
expenses met, from the fees, and 
any surplus shall be retained by 
the board members, that is, the 
County Judges, as their compen- 
sation, 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals 
decided in 1933 that the County 
Judges were not entitled to retain 
the surplus plumbing inspection 
fees, inasmuch as the Legislature, 
in 1929, fixed the salary of the 
judges at $4500 a year, “in lieu 
of all other compensation save per 
diem allowed as members of the 
Board of Equalization.” Since that 
decision, the plumbing inspection 
fees have gone into the county 
treasury, and the four employes 
have been paid from the treas- 
ury. The surplus goes into general 
county revenue; last year this sur- 
plus was about $15,000. 

The ouster petition filed in the 
Supreme Court attacks the plumb- 
ing board law, which affects only 
St. Louis County, on technical 
grounds that the legislative title 
of the act is defective because the 
subject of the act is not clearly 
expressed and that the provisions 
of the act are broader than the 
title, in violation of constitutional 
requirements, 

The Supreme Court was asked 
to hold the law unconstitutional, 
to rule that the three board mem- 
bers have usurped powerg under

Stettinius gave this brief ex- 
planation of how the program 
works:

“If it is, and the production of 
the article can be _ efficiently 
geared into the other phases of 
our defense program, the funds 
for it are allocated to one of the 
procuring agencies.” 


NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING 
HELPED NAVY RECRUITING 


In St. Louis Total Enrolled Rose 
From 181 in May to 419 in 


September. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The Navy made public figures to- 
day showing how newspaper ad- 
vertising aided its recruiting cam- 
paign for the two-ocean fleet. 
In a letter to William A. Thom- 
son, director of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
Advertising Bureau, the Navy’s di- 
rector of recruiting, Capt. F. EB. M. 
Whiting, gave the results of the 
Navy’s first advertising campaign. 
It started in the states of Mis- 
souri, Indiana and Iowa, the first 
advertisement was placed in the 
week commencing July 7, and the 
last in the last week of August. 

“Not only did recruiting increase 
during the period when the adver- 
tising. was running,” Whiting said, 
“but it has continued to increase 
after the advertising stopped.”

STEEL PRODUCTION EXCEEDS 
CONSUMPTION, SAYS GIRDLER 


Surplus Being Put Away in Stock, 
He Asserts; Warning Against 
Fixed Profits. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8 (AP). — Tom 
Girdler, chairman of Republic 
Steel Corporation, declared today | 


that “if all the facts were known, 
I believe it would be revealed that 
not all the steel being currently 
produced is being currently con- 
sumed.” 

“The surplus is being tucked 
away in stock,” he asserted. “ ‘Pro- 
tective buying’ is the new term 
coined to describe the procedure.” 

In an address before the National 
Safety Council's mining section 
luncheon, he said: “There already 
are a number of straws in the 
wind that bear strong resemblance 
to ideas and methods common to 
the dictator countries. For ex- 
ample, recently suggestions have 
been made that the Government 
place precisely the same kind of 
fixed profit limitations upon in- 
dustry as long have been estab- 
lished in Nazi Germany. We need 
no Nazi brand of controls over 
American industry.” 


Red Star said the Germans were 
“shifting from side to side” when 
they were blocked, varying the di- 
rection and weight of their drives.

The war-battered city of Smol- 
ensk was under Russian aerial at- 
tacks, and Tass, official Russian 
news agency, said Soviet airmen 
reported smashing 10 German 
trains, 30 planes, 100 infantry-bear- 
ing vehicles and 24 tanks in that 
area. 

Observers here said the Germans | 
appeared to have drawn (forces 
from both flanks for the all-out 
offensive at the center, a drive 
which Red Star said was motivat- 
ed by a Nazi fear of a winter cam- 
paign.

BRITAIN MAY RETURN 
TANKERS, SAYS IGKES 


English Might Release 10 to 
45 Vessels Due to Diminished 
Sinkings, He Announces.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Great Britain’s “new and more op-. 
timistic” position in the battle of 
the Atlantic, Secretary of: the In- 
terior Ickes said yesterday, may 
enable it to turn back to the Unit- 
ed States 10 to 15 oil tankers now 
in British service, 

Ickes who also is petroleum co- 
ordinator, said in a statement that 
Britain, “who only a month ago 
had asked for additional tankers” 
now believes that it can release 
at least: temporarily, a limited 
number of the 50 to 80 American 
vessels made available to Britain. 

J. A. Moffett, chairman of the 
California-Texas Oil Co., issued a 
statement in Washington last week 
saying that he had been advised 
that the British “have offered and 
are anxious to return tankers bor- | 
rowed from American operators.” 
More Tankers Than at Start of 

War. 

He added that these tankers, on 
orders of Ickes, have been sent 
to the Dutch East Indies, South 
America and Australia. Britain, 
he said, has more tankers than at 
the start of the war due to acqui- 
sitions from Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden, Holland and the United 
States. 

“The release of the tankers is 
considered possible by the British,” 
Ickes said, “in view of the greatly 
diminished sinkings and the other 
benefits of the policies undertak- 
en by the United States, including 
the naval policy recently an- 
nounced by the President; also, the 


He did not say what effect re- 
turn of the tankers would have on 
the petroleum situation in the 
East, ‘but indicated that some of 
the released vessels might be as- 
signed to hauling molasses, at the 
request of the army and navy mu- 
nitions board.

With a daily yield of 432,500 bar- 
rels, Oklahoma had third place 
over Illinois in national oil pro- 
duction by only 1240 barrels daily. 
Texas and California remained 
first and second respectively. 
In spite of the recent spurt in 
production the Illinois output for 
1941 is not expected to equal its 
1940 record. At the end of Sep- 
tember last year the State had pro- 
duced 115,550,000 barrels. The pro- 
duction for the first nine months 
of this year totaled S417 000 bar- 
rels. 
The revenue from oil has not de- 
clined in proportion to production.

The shortage of electrical power 
for national defense needs is not 
the fault. of the utilities or Gov- 
ernment officials, because as re- 
cently as a year ago there was no 
means of fully realizing the tre- 
mendous demands on the industry 
for power, Edward T. Gushee, exec- 
rutive vice-president of Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, said today at 
the Southwest District meeting of 
the American Institute of Electrica] 
Engineers, at Hotel Coronado, 

At the beginning of the defense 
program, he asserted, utilities were 
confident there would be ample 
power for defense industries, be- 
eause facilities were four times 
greater than in 19178. But no 
one realized two years ago or even 
a year ago that the power require- 
ments would be as large as they 
are today, he said, 

For example,” Gushee declared, 
“who knew two years ago there 
woul... be a small arms ammunition 
plant in St, Louis that-would be 
the biggest plant of its kind in the 
world? Certainly we business men 
in St. Louis didn’t know it; and I 
am sure, if the military planners 
in Washington had known of it, 
they wouldn’t originally have 
budgeted a cost of $11,000,000 for 
a project that is going to cost al- 
most 10 times as much.” 

Puts Blame on Hitler. 

“The politicians can blame busi- 
ness, business can blame the poli- 
ticlans, and the military can blame 
them both, but that isn’t going to 
get kilowatt hours or tanks and 
airplanes cr food or maintain mo- 
rale,” he declared. “The net an- 
sewer is simply this: There is a job 
to be done—a terrifically important 
job—and it must be done by all of 
us; and it can’t be done if we don’t 
all pull together.

Warplanes and tanks then begin 
the slaughter of the trapped men. 


Berlin reports that breaches in 


already have resulted in encircle- 
ment of several armies and “led 
to a new and vast series of battles 
of annihilation.” By annihilation, 
the Germans mean complete elim- 
ination as a military force either 
by death or capture. That is, there 
are no men left who could be with- 
drawn and reorganized for further 
resistance, 


Moscow admits the invaders have 
thrust into the Red defenses, but 


are resisting strongly and even 
counterattacking in some places. 
Their orders are not to give any 
ground at all and the epic record 
which they have made ever since 
the war ‘started has been either 
to do or to die. 


Hitler’s hope obviously is that 
if he can smash Timoshenko and 
cap Moscow, the morale of the 
Soviet Government and of the Rus- 
sian people may collapse.

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WOUNDED MEN AS PAWNS OF WAR. 

The agreement for an exchange of prisoners be- 
tween England and Germany, it had seemed, was 
to result in one of the few instances of mercy in 
this war. Instead, it has been called off, and be- 
comes only another item of man’s inhumanity to 
man. 

Under the Geneva convention of the International. 
Red Cross, under which the exchange wag being 
arranged, it is provided that the exchange of soldiers 
so badly wounded that they cannot fight. again shall 
not be on a man-for-man basis, as in the case of able- 
bodied prisoners, but without regard for numbers. 
The Germans, who have more prisoners than the 
British, at the last moment decided they would ex- 
change only on a numerical basis, so the deal was 
called off. What this abrupt change of plans must 
have meant in crushing disappointment to the 
wounded and suffering men on both sides who 
counted on going home! 

“The Geneva provision is logical. A wounded pris- 
Oner is no asset to either side. He must receive 
hospital care, food and shelter, which each country 
May weed for its own soldiers,and he can do no 
work, When the convention was signed at Geneva 
in 1929, it was thought that each country would 
want to get rid of its permanently disabled prisoners 
by sending them home as quickly as. possible, both 
for practical reasons and as an act of mercy. It was 
‘not considered that any nation would be so callous 
as to Use these helpless men as pawns for barter, 
as virtual hostages. 

This is just what the Nazis are doing, after agree- 
ing to the exchange on the basis of the Geneva 
convention.’ International agreements mean little 
in this bitter war, but it is especially shocking that 
a humane provision for hopelessly crippled and 
mutilated soldiers has seemingly become null and 
void. | 
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JUSTICE BRANDEIS TRUSTED CONGRESS. 

The late Justice Brandeis could vote to strike 
down a law, as, for example, the NRA, but his guid- 
ing principle was to allow the representatives of the 
people ‘wide scope in attacking their problems. In 
his 23 years on the Supreme Court, some 35 provi- 
sions of Congress were declared unconstitutional. 
But in 21 of these 35 cases, Justice Brandeis voted on 
the side of Congress by dissenting. Justice Van De- 
vanter, on the other hand, participated in 41 deci- 
sions voiding provisions of Congress and not once 
voted on the side of Congress. The representatives 
of the American people wrong 41 times out of 41 in 
the view of Justice Van Devanter, but right 1 times 
out of 35 in the view of Justice Brandeis! Here is a 
striking measure of Louis D. Brandeis’ intense belief 
in democratic government.

A protest by the Parent-Teacher 
Association of Roosevelt High 
School against the method of se- 
lecting students for membership 
had been submitted to the commit- 
tee. Several board members said 
they had heard similar protests 
from teachers in the four other 
schools where the society is in op- 
eration—Cleveland, Soldan, Beau- 
mont and Sumner. 

A student must rank in the up- 
per 15 per cent of his class to 
qualify for the society, popularly 
known as “Torch.” From this 
group, 15 to 20 students are chosen 
annually from each school on the 
basis of recommendations made by 
the teachers in the schools. 

Most of the complaints resulted 
from the selection of teacher ref- 
erences. It was said that some 
students, anxious to attain “Torch,” 
had taken as many different teach- 
ers as possible in their classes in 
order to become better known; 
others. had sought prominence 
through extra-curricular activities 
at the expense of their studies. 
The committee voted against a 
salary increase of $100 a year as 
recommended by Superintendent 
Anderson for Mrs. Janice S. 
Wrausmann Everett, elementary 
school teacher, who resigned last 
summer to be married, then was 
taken back into the system when 
her husband was drafted for mili- 
tary service.

Assistant Attorney General Ques- 
tions Whether Promotion Costs 
Can Be Included in Prices, 
NEW YORK, Oct, 8 (AP)-—A 
possible curbing of advertising as 
a result of material shortages and 
other conditions resulting from the 
defense program is seen by Thur- 
man Arnold, Assistant Attorney

Arnold told a meeting of adver- 
tising and business men last night 
that although most of the adver- 
tising industry has nothing to fear 
from anti-trust prosecutions, its 
volume of business might be af- 
fected by defense priorities. 

He said the advertising business, 
like others, might feel such ma- 
terial lacks as paper and power 
shortages in addition “to the 
vagaries of priority assignments, 

There was some question, he 
added, whether producers would

With regard to whether adver- 
tisérs could safely enter in good 
faith into certain advertising com- 
binations,. free of worry of anti-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
While simple funeral services were 
held yesterday for Supreme Court 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis, the fil- 
ing of his will disclosed he left an 
estate Of $3,200,000, mostly in bonds, 
The services were held in private 
at his home, where he died of 
heart disease Sunday at the age 
of 84, 


Justice Brandeis, who was a 
highly successful corporation law- 
yer in Boston early in his career 
and whose father was a well-to-do 
grain dealer, said in his will that 
he previously had made adequate 
provision for his widow and two 
daughters for the “simple living 
which we have. practiced from con- 
viction and which I assume each 
will continue.” 

Under the terms of his will, most 
of the estate will go eventually to 
Survey Associates, Inc., of New 
York for the maintenance of civil 
liberty and the promotion ef work- 
ers’ education; The University of 
Louisville, for a library and law 
school, and two Jewish organiza- 
tions, Palestine Endowment Funds, 
Inc., and Kadassah, for work in 
Palestine. 

In the expenditure of funds by 
Survey Associates, Brandeis sug- 
gested that Supreme Court Justice 
Felix Frankfurter and his widow's 
two sisters be consulted. 

The Brandeis estate totaled $3,- 
178,495.75, in addition to his sum- 
mer home at Chatham, Mass., as- 
sessed at $9450. Of the estate, $2,- 
875,356 was in bonds. The remain- 
der was: Cash, $294,139; furniture 
and furnishings at Chatham, $14,- 
000, and an 1881 life insurance 
policy of $5000. Debts were put at 
not more than $5000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed the Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance Act 
a year ago today, and latest figures 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
show that 610,000 applications for 
$2,077,416,000 worth of insurance 
have been received from men in 
the new army and navy. 

Up to the start of this week, the 
Government’s new insurance cus- 
tomers. had paid in $7,381,365 in 
premiums and only 419 claims had 
been filed. 


The new service insurance suc- 
ceeds the insurance program set up 
for World War soldiers. While the 
old insurance continues in force, 
new applications are accepted only 
under the new program. 


The insurance is optional, with 
amounts available from $1000 to 
$10,000, Premiums, which are de- 
ducted from soldiers’ and sailors’ 
pay, range from 63 cents monthly 
for each $1000 insurance for serv- 
ice men 15 years of age to- $9.46 for 
those 75 years old. A 21-year-old 
selectee pays 65 cents a month for 
a $1000. policy, a 35-year-old 76

SHIP DATA CAME

Testimony on Shipbuilding

NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP)—wWil- 
liam G. Sebold, American counter- 
espionage agent, testified today that 
Rudolph Ebeling, one of 15 men on 
trial for espionage conspiracy, in- 


directly furnished him with vol- 
uminous reports on American naval 
and commercial shipbuilding. 

The testimony was brought out 
on cross-examination by Ebeling’s 
counsel, David S. Kumble. 

In his direct examination, Sebold 
had said only that Ebeling had met 
him in the German section of the 
city, introduced himself with the 
remark “I know all about you” 
and volunteered some scant infor- 
mation that the liner America was 
being reconditioned as an armed 
cruiser rather than as a troop 
transport. 

“Did Ebeling ever deliver any pa- 
pers for you?” asked Kumble. 

“No, sir,” said Sebold. 

“Did he ever deliver any infor- 
mation to you?” pursued Kumble. 

Sebold, who turned over his Ges- 
tapo assignment in espionage to the 
F. B. L, answered, “Yes—indirectly. 
All this information . about boats 
given me by Paul Fehse (who has 
pleaded guilty) and Leo Waalen (on 
trial) came from Ebeling. 

“That information did not come 
from magazines?” asked Kumble.

Summaries of British operations 
list 851,000 tons of Axis shipping— 
99 per cent of it Italian—as sent to 
the bottom of the Mediterranean 
and Red seas since Italy went to 


war. 

Official sources, although unable 
to give specific figures on tonnage 
damaged, said scores of ships had 
been put out of action. It was esti- 
mated that at the outset of the war 
Italy’s merchant fleet included 1235 
ships totaling 3,500,000 tons. 

British reports said the Italians’ 
heaviest losses were in September 
when Royal Air Force bombers and 
submarines of the Medite ean 
fleet etruck repeatedly at convoys 
attempting to strengthen the Axis 
position in North Africa for a win- 
ter campaign, 

Italy’s war fleet also has been 
reported battered badly. 

British sources said more than 50 
per cent of its torpedo boats and 
destroyers are gone, all of its 10,000- 
ton, 8-inch-gun cruisers are out of 
action or sunk, one battleship is out 
of commission and three others, 
heavily damaged, are undergoing 
repairs.

INSURANCE CUT ON CARGOES 
OF PORTUGAL-BOUND SHIPS 


Change Applies to Shipments in 
British Vessels to Atlantic, Ports 
of Spain and Azores. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP) —War 
risk insurance rates on the car- 
goes of British and allied nation 
ships sailing the Atlantic from the 
Western Hemisphere to Portugal 
and Gibraltor were reduced by 
American Marine Insurance un- 
derwriters today. 

Premiums were cut to 4 per cent 
of the value of the shipments from 
the present 5 per cent.

Plant of Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Following Arrest of 
Picket. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Production was halted today at the 
Carnegie sheet and tin mill, em- 
ploying 8000 at Gary, Ind. by a 
walkout of CIO steel workers, re- 
sentful because police nabbed a 
union picket at the plant’s gates. 

The strike was the second to 


beset Carnegie-Illinois at Gary 
within a week. A temporary truce 
yesterday ended a walkout of 
cranemen who refused to work un- 
less the management rescinded an 
order eliminating a half-dozen 
crane operators. 

The union picket was taken into 
custody during a disorder occur. 
ing in a dues-picketing campaign 
started by the union to compel all 
employes to show receipts for dues. 
Police said the picket had roughed 
up a young woman attempting to 
enter the plant. No charge was 
placed against him. 

The Gary difficulty was one of 
three strikes affecting the makers 
of steel and steel products.

Federal mediator set for tomorrow. DRAFTEES TO GET 


Increased wages and a union shop 
are involved in the strike affect- 
ing 1000 members of the SWOC, 

At Texarkana (Ark.), AFL build- 
ing trades unions appealed to 
President Roosevelt to intervene 
in a strike at the $11,000,000 Red 
River ordnance depot construction 
project. The union estimated 2500 
men left their jobs Monday, charg- 
ing the Brown & Root Construc- 
tion Co. with refusing to enter 
into negotiations with union rep- 
resentatives. 

E. H. Williams, AFL regional 
director, charged strikers have 
been intimidated “by men driving 
Government-owned or Government- 
rented cars.” 

Agreement With Ford Co. 

Representatives of the United 


Automobile Workers’ Union (CIO), 


and the Ford Motor Co. got to- 
gether again yesterday and agreed, 
according to a union statement, 
that, instead of 20,000, only about 
5400 workers would be laid off be- 
cause of the Government-ordered 
curtailment of passenger car pro- 
duction. 

George F. Addes, national de- 
fense labor co-ordinator for the 
UAW-CIO, said 3000 of those to 
b. laid off would be probationary 
production workers and 2400 would 
be non-production men over whom 
the union has no jurisdiction. He 
said they, too, would be probation- 
ary workers whom he defined as 
employes of less than six months 
standing with no established senior- 
ity rights. 

In Cincinnati, the Sixth United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
recorded today a consent decree 
by which the Ford Motor Co., Dear- 
born, Mich. agreed to reinstate 
264 employes allegedly discharged 
for union activity. 

In an order of July 11, 1941, the 
National Labor Relations Board 
ordered re-employment of the 
workers, all purportedly members 
of the United Automobile Workers 
(CIO). 

Rubber Plant Resumes. 

Production was resumed on the 
midnight shift at Akron plants of 
the B. F. Goodrich company fol- 
lowing a 24-hour protest walkout 
by members of the United Rubber 
Workers of America (CIO).

ONLY ONE PHYSICAL 
TEST IN NEW PLAN 


Army Doctors Will, Conduct 
Examinations Starting 
Jan. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
In an apparent effort to meet a 


major criticism of the draft pro- 
gram, selective service. officials 
said today that by Jan. 1, draf- 
tees will be required to undergo 
only one physical examination for 
induction into the army. 

At present, draftees are exam- 
ined by selective service physicians 
attached to their local boards and 
then must be re-examined by 
army doctors before being accept- 
ed for service. In many cases, 
men have given up their jobs and 
sold their belongings only to fail 
the army’s medical examination. 
Under the new plan, draft offi- 
cials said, the registrants would 
know “almost for a certainty” that 
if they pass the single examination 
by army doctors, they will be in- 
ducted into the armed forces. The 
new program also will relieve in 
part, officials said, the burden on 
thousands of private doctors who 
have been conducting the exam- 
inations at local draft boards on 
a voluntary basis. 

The new plan calls for each 
State to be divided in districts, 
with army physicians conducting 
examination of selectees in each. 
In the more congested areas, ex- 
amination stations will be estab- 
lished on a full-time basis, while 
in sparsely settled areas, the tests 
will be given at stated intervals. 
Whenever possible, the draftees 
will be permitted to return to their 
homes on the game day they are 
examined so as to disrupt their 
private affairs as little as possible.

The average net taxable income 


Jot St. Louisans paying State per- 


sonal income tax was 21 per cent 
less in 1940 than in 1938, or $1418 
as compared with $1796. 

The number of State income tax- 
payers, however, increased 35.3 per 
cent from 45,851 in 1938 to 62,049 
in 1940. These are among the 


facts disclosed by the breakdown 
of 1940 personal income tax re- 
turns prepared by Assessor Arthur 
C. Hoehn. The breakdown for 
1939 is not available. 

A notable change was the sharp 
drop in number of taxpayers re- 
porting net taxable income of $100,- 
000 or more, from 28 in 1938 to 
13 in 1940. The amount of income 
reported by this group declined 
still more sharply, from $14,755,534 
in 19388 to $1,918,208 in 1940. The 
average taxable income in this 
group was $147,554 in 1940 com- 
pared with $526,983 in 1938. The 
Assessor's office had no explana- 
tion of this marked change. 
Substantial increases were shown 
both in number of taxpayers and 
amount of income in the groups 
with taxable income from $10,000 up 
to $100,000. There were 76 taxpayers

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 7.—There’s 
one little item movie stars watch 
closer than their weight, the count 
on their fan mail or how many 
times fans approach them for au- 
tographs. It’s their billing. 

Whether it’s on theater mar- 
quees, in the agate leads over pre- 
view notices in the Hollywood 
trade papers or the position on 
the cafe menu of the sandwich or 
salad named after them, the star 
must have top billing—or there’s 
heck to pay. 

Stars treasure memories of ex- 
tra fine personal billing. Claud- 
ette Colbert, for instance, has a 
snapshot of the first theater that 
had her name shining in light 
bulbs from its marquee. This is 
framed and occupies a prominent 
spot on a table in her home. 

In Jack Benny’s dressing room 
is a picture of the theater that 
first gave him top billing. Tyrone 
Power proudly displays a photo 
of the Cincinnati theater playing 
his first star picture, “Lioyds of 
London,” with crowds lined up for 
a block. 

Hollywood knows many precious 
stories of jealousies fomented by 
the slighting of a star’s name or 
photograph. Heads of studios, in- 
dividual producers and directors 
help make up an _ inordinately 
proud and sensitive breed. They 
are not so sensitive about what 
the outside world thinks. Their 
own little world is bounded by 
Main street on the east and the 
Pacific Ocean on the west, It’s 
only what Hollywood thinks of 
them that really counts. 

Many actors—executives, too— 
hire personal press agents and 
pay them fat weekly wages just 
to see that their names appear 
frequently in the two Hollywood 
trade papers, Daily Variety and 
Reporter. These two organs have 
a combined circulation of about 
9000. Yet they are read from 
cover to cover at Hollywood’s

It will be noted that East did not 
raise the spade suit at his first op- 
portunity, despite the two heart bid 
which would give North-South 
game under the part score condi- 
tions. Hast knew that his partner, 
West, was well aware of the score 
and would hardly permit the oppo- 
nents to go game so easily. A 
raise on East’s part would not be 
a defensive raise, that is to say, 
it could not be read as such, since 
he was not in the “defending po- 
sition,” He felt morally certain 
that West, the last one to speak, 
would rebid, and then East could 
later show that he had distribu- 
tional support. (It is the best 
tactics not to raise freely on dis- 
tribution alone.) 

When the bidding reached the 
five diamend mark, West was in 
possession of valuable information. 
First, he knew that East’s spade 
raise had been reluctant and, 
therefore, could not represent 
much or any honor trick strength. 
Second, South had passed to two 
hearts, but later had bid diamonds 
vigorously. The implication was 
strong, therefore, that South had 
a reasonable heart fit and extraor- 
dinary length in diamonds. He 
had been willing to play at two 
hearts but, when East-West kept 
bidding, had persisted with dia- 
monds.. Almost surely, North’s two 
heart overcall had been based on 
at least a five card suit and South 
had either two or three, probably 
the latter. East, therefore, might 
very well have a singleton, and 
in any event West’s heart holding 
was worth only one trick defen- 
sively, so there was little to lose 
by attacking the suit. 

On this sound reasoning, West 
opened the heart ace and, even 
though East played the deuce, fol- 
lowed with another heart. West's 
deductions proved excellent. East 
ruffed and returned a spade. West 
captured declarer’s blank king and 
gave East another heart ruff, for 
the sécond setting trick. 

Any other opening lead (except 
the spade ace and an immediate 
shift to the ace and another heart) 
would have led to the fulfillment 
of the contract...

“DAMN THE TORPEDOES.” 
What is fear? 

Psychologists and physiologists 
differ, the former claiming it is a 
state of mind, the latter a matter 
of blood chemistry. 

Let us beg the question by call- 
ing it an awareness of dahger, a 
painful emotion of alarm, anxiety 
caused by expectation of trouble. 


Ranging from slight apprehen- 
sion to paralysing terror, it is na- 
ture’s reflex red light signal, an 
instinctive reaction to imminent 
peril, warning “Caution! Stop! 
Look! Listen!—and proceed at your 
own risk!” 

So we do not believe the books 
are right when they say that David 
G. Farragut, First Admiral of the 
United States Navy, had no sense 
of fear. 

To accept the consequences of 
his acts, Farragut had to be al- 
Ways ready. 

It is not subtracting from his 
courage—it is adding to his judg- 
ment—to say that he was a bit 
afraid of the danger he was run- 
ning, when while maneuvering in 
Mobile Bay, on Aug. 5, 1864, lashed 
to the topmost rigging of his flag- 
ship the Hartford, his vessel 
stopped suddenly, and in answer 
to his cry, “What’s the trouble?” 
he was informed, “Torpedoes.” 
The leading monitor, Tecumseh, 
had already been sunk by one of 
them, and we believe it would be 
detracting to assume that Farragut 
did not knov—and was not ap- 
prehensive—of what might happen. 
He knew, appraised the chances, 
decided in a split second to assume 
the hazard of his occupation, and 
then gave the historic order which 
accomplished his objective: 
“Damn the torpedoes! ... Go 
ahead. , . . Full speed!”
